What Is Competition 


(Citrograph) 

Some citrus growers do not believe in the 
California Fruit Growers Exchange. They 
are conscientiously convinced that they are 
maintainng competition in the fruit growing 
business by remaining out of the exchange. 

They say, ‘‘if all growers joined one or- 
ganization there would be no healthy rivalry.’’ 
We respect their feeling, but believe they have 
not a true understanding of what competition 


among fruit growers really is. As a matter 


of fact, nowhere in business is there keener * 


rivalry than among exchange members. Most 
of them are constantly trying to grow better 
fruit than the other fellow. When they do, 
they get more money for it because what they 
get is determined by their grade in the pools. 
If they grade high they get a higher price 
than if they grade low. 

There are no restrictions in production, no 
rules whatever. 
he likes. In pooling his fruit for sale, he 
merely agrees to take for his grade what the 
rest in the pool get for their fruit of like 
grade. But that is cooperative selling, not 
stifled competition. 

The only way in which competition among 
growers could be stifled would be for someone 


Each can grow his fruit as 


in authority to say, ‘‘You cannot grow better 
fruit than a certain grade, or, if you do, you 


cannot have more money for it than a cer- 


tain amount which the lower-grade fellows 
are entitled to.’’ 

The quickest way to break up the exchange 
would be for some ‘‘ezar,’’ if he had the pow- 
er, to give voiee to such a command. But 
there is no such ‘“ezar’’ and no authority hav- 
ing such power in the exchange. 

Competition in any commodity is stifled only 
when there is a monopoly that controls prices 

The exchange is not organized to control 
prices. Its 206 loeal associations can indi- 
vidually accept or reject in their individual 
interest any prices offered for their fruit any- 
where at any time independent of any other 
local exchange or anyone in the central or- 


ganization. 


If 90 per cent of the growers in the state 
now outside the exchange were added to the 
exchange membership, there vould be no 


change except that including 


those still out of the exchange, would get more 


every grower, 


money for his fruit without any increase in 
prices to the cOnsumer or any loss to whole- 
salers or retailers. 

The improvement would come from still bet- 
ter economies in marketing from which. all 
would benefit. 

This unique system has been termed ‘‘com- 
petitive cooperation.’’ 

But when it 
comes to selling and developing markets, 
California growers should work together and 
not against each other.

One of the places where this campaign will 
be debunked is in the matter of the state to 
the Boulder Canyon project. There is going 
to be a lot of bunk offered. Let’s take care 
how we accept it. 

C. C. Young yesterday, in his eandidacy for 
Governor, promptly mounts astride Governor 
Richardson’s neck on the Boulder Canyon is- 
sue. Mr. Young wants to know why Mr. Rich- 
ardson did not mention the Boulder Canyon 
question in his announcement that he is will- 
ing to be Governor for four years more.

But what has Mr. Young to say about it 
that would affect his course as Governor in 
case he is elected? 

To be sure, a benevolent attitude toward 
the development of Colorado River irrigation 
and power opportunities may happen to be 
useful at some stage of the state administra- 
tion in the next four years. But Governor 
Richardson has already indicated that sympa- 
thetic attitude. He is cooperating in every 
feasible step where the state’s funetion is in- 
volved. 

Has Mr. Young anything more to suggest? 

Let him suggest it in positive terms, rather 
than quarreling with Mr. Richardson because 
he does not indulge in the same hot air that is 
so profuse anyhow. 

If Mr. Young wants the state to build the 
dam and the development works, there is a 
state full of newspaper correspondents wait- 
ing to hear him say so.

Fruit Jelly Cream 

2 tablespoonfuls gelatin 

1 cupful cold water 

2 cupfuls boiling water 

% cupful lemon and orange juice 

% cupful canned pineapple juice 

% cupful sugar 

2 cupfuls mixed fruit (canned)— 
pineapple, orange, cherries, grapes, 
dates 

2 egg whites 

% cupful powdered sugar 

% cupful cream. 

Soak the gelatin in the cold 
water, add the boiling water and 
the sugar, and stir until the gela- 
tin is dissolyed. If you have an 
extra amount of pineapple juice 
it may be substituted for part of 
the boiling water. Add the fruit 
juices and place the mixture on 
ice. When it begins to harden 
add the fruit and fill sherbert 
glasses three-fourths full. Beat 
fithe egg whites stiff but not dry, 
add the powdered sugar. Whip the 
cream, blend with the meringue, 
and pile on top of the jelly. Gar- 
nish with the fruit. 

Any other combination of fruits 
may be used. Dried fruits, such 
as cut or whole raisins, dates, figs 
or steamed prunes are particularly 
good mixed with the fresh fruits 
in season.

IS LABOR DEPT. HAS. 
HITTIN "EM OUT) PLEASING REPORT

The Department of Labor and 
Industrial Relations, concerning 
which the average citizen ‘has lit- 
tle information, has filed an in- 
teresting report with Governor 
Friend W. Richardson. 

Representatives of four govern- 
mental agencies of the state com- 
prise the personnel of the depart- 
ment: Industrial Accident Com- 
mission, Immigration and Housing 
Commission, Industrial Welfare 
Commission and Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. The report informs the 
Governor that the department has 
functioned in complete harmony,- 
thereby enabling each of the agen- 
cies to do the most effective work. 
One of the chief benefits derived 
from the activities of the depart- 
ment is the coordination of the 
work of agencies represented an 
the consequent elimination of over- 
lapping of functions. Some of the 
outstanding accomplishments by 
the four agencies embraced in the 
departments are set forth in the 
report: 

‘Industrial Accident Commission 
—While transacting a largely in- 
creased volume of business in all 
departments, and without loss of 
efficiency, effected a saving of over 
$300,000 during 1922-24 budgeting 
period; secured enactments of 
amendment to compensation act 
requiring all employers to carry 
compensation insurance and _in- 
creasing funeral benefits to $150 
and making such benefits payable | 
in addition to, rather than out of, 
awards to dependents; for fiscal 
the number of cases filed 
with commission increased 2.7 per 
cent while cases decided increas- 
ed 12 per cent; staff of department 
of safety increased 31 per cent and 
number of inspections increased 
from 10,000 to ,6,000; new safety 
orders issued and existing orders 
strengthened to meet changed con- 
ditions; state compensation insur- 
ance fund maintained on a sound 
financial basis and in a_prosper- 
ous condition; the fund has paid 
to injured workmen and their de- 
pendents $13,000,000; has refunded 
to its policy holders over $9,000,- 
000, and has accumulated a “rainy 
day” fupd of over $2,000,000.

Not a single 
dead quail was found, nor 
were any observed showing 
symptoms of strychnine poison- 
ing. Quail subsequently shot 
showed that they had been 
eating the barley ‘to a limited 
extent. Some of the birds were 
captured and fed a poisoned 
mixture of barley. One adult 
quail ate 125 kernels of this

This 
grain would have killed 12 
ground squirrels. 

More recent. tests conducted 
substantiate the earlier experi- 
ments. Birds have-eaten as 
much as 300 kernels of poi- 
soned wheat without the slight- 
est evidence of il! effeet. They 
did, however, indicate a strong 
dislike for the poisoned grain. 
Grain poisoned to kill rabbits 
had no effect on sage hens 
feeding in great numbers in 
corn and bean fields in Wyom- 
ing. It seems evident, there- 
fore, that fears for the safety 
of game birds from strychnine- 
poisoned baits are not well 
founded, =.

San Bernardino County’s in} 
vestment in public school "ae 
erty, including buildings, sites 
and equipment, totals $6,107,- 
502, an average of $321.36 per 
pupil in average daily attend- 
ance, it was announced by 
County Superintendent Ida M 
Collins. 

The valuation of high school 
property in ‘the county is $3,- 
083,087, which, with 3,743 
pupils attending the high 
schools, is an average invest- 
ment per pupil of $823.60, as 
compared with the state aver- 
age of $728.64. 

There is $3,007,810 invested 
;in elementary schools for J4,- 
555 pupils, creating an average 
per pupil of $206.50, Miss Col- 


erage is $309.49. 

She declared, however, that 
pupils of the seventh and 
eighth grades usé high school 
equipment and are counted in 
the elementary school enroll- 
ment. If they were included 
in the high school enrollment 
this would increase the per pu- 
pil investment in the elemen- 
tary schools and decrease the 
per pupil investment in the 
high schools, it was stated. 

The county has a very small 
investment in kindergartens, 
the figure being $16,605 for 707 
pupils, an average of $23.50 
per pupil. This low average 
was explained by the fact that 
kindergarten pupils use ‘the 
elementary school buildings. 

While the county average in- 
vestment per pupil for high 
schools is higher than the state 
average, the elementary school 
investment per pupil of $206.- 
50 is considerably lower than 
the state figure of $309.49. 

California’s investment in 
publie school property, inelud- 
ing buildings, sites and equip- 
ment, totals $287,423,262, an 
average of $385.19 per pupil in 
average daily attendance, ac- 
cording to figures contained in 
a report just made public by 
Walter E. Morgan, assistant 
state superintendent of public 
instruction. 

The valuation is given as 
follows: high schools, $113,- 
343,061; elementary schools, 
$173,626,916 ; kindergartens, 
$453,285. 

Contra Costa County has the 
greatest investment per pupil 
in the elementary schools, with 
$425.01 per pupil, as compared 
with a state average of $309.49, 
and Del Norte has the lowest 
average valuation, with $72.99 
per pupil. Los Angeles is sev- 
ond with $395.74, and San 
Franciseo fifth with $343.04. 

In the high school elassifi- 


~ jcation the greater investment | ;}, 


is found in Inyo County, 
where it is necessary to pro- 
vide equipment for each stu- 
dent, as compared with the 
state average of $728.64, while 
Calaveras County’s average in- 
vestment of $129.92 per pupil 
is the least. Los Angeles is 
twenty-first in the state with 
$815.63, and San Franeisco ‘s 
forty-fifth with $503.50. 

The records show ‘that two 
California Counties have no 
high schools, These are Al- 
pine and Mono.
